They located five miles 
west of Gieenville where they lived 
and died in 1*^51. Anne Campbell, 
a datighter of tieneral Cauipbeil, 
married Maj. William Campbell, a 
first coptin .of her father; he firtt lo- 
cated at Greenville and built a house 
where the {.aMea/ie }lotcI now 
stands; he told out and moved to 
Nashville in 1820. Hit daughter, 
Cintha, married Samuel Campbell, 
a distant relative and a son of Col.

fornia in iSpj. Robert located la 
the western uart of Kentucky. 
William Campbell married a daugh- 
ter of Uenjamln Hancock in Muh- 
lenberg county; he was the father of 
Ben Campbell who became a prom- 
inent man in California. John 
Campbell remained in Muhlenberg 
county and died in 1X75 in his 80th. 
year of age; his family consisted of 
John, David, Land, James and Lew 
ia, Viola and Margaret; they have 
all died and disappeared from the 
county; the two daoghtfrs perhaps 
survive in another county in the 
state and the families of Gen. Will- 
iam Campbell and that of Col.
